Revive and continue an Act for amending the 
Laws relating to Savings Banks in Ireland. 

r HEfiEAS an Act was passed in the Session held in the Prenmlilc. 
Twenty-second Year of Her Majesty, intituled “ An Act 22Vict.c.:7- 
“ to continue an Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth Years 
“ of Her present Majesty, for amending the Laws relating to Savings 

S “ Banks in Ireland,” which last-mentioned Act was limited to continue 

until the First Day of January One thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-one, and until the End of the then next ensuing Session of Parlia- 
ment; And -whereas it is expedient that the said Act of the Eleventh 
and Twelfth Yeats of Her present Majesty should be revived and 
10 continued for a limited Time; Be it enacted by the Queen’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and by the Authority of the same : 

That the said Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth Years of Her Recited Act 
15 Majesty shall continue in force until fhe Mrst Day of January One c ontinued. 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, and until the End of the 
then next ensuing Session of Parliament, and this Act shall be 
deemed and taken to have Effect with respect to the said last- 
mentioned Act fi-om the Expiration of the Time limited for the 
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Continuance of the said Act, as folly and effectually, to all Intents 
and Purposes, as if this Act had actually passed before the- Expiration 
of the Time so limited. 
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
